O ne of th e A lleged Ilallro ad Dy.t<ifiiit«rr* 
P ro v es to he a D etective. 
Chicago, July 18th.-Another seaeatioir 
was sprung n|»on the defense in the Bur­ 
lington dynamite case to-day. John Wil­ 
son, one of the prisoners, who was arrested 
with Broderick and Bowles as an orch- 
conspirator and as a Brotherhood engineer, 
coolly left his seat in a group of which 
Broderick and Bauerisn were members 
and walked over to the side ot the room 
where the prosecuting attorney sat and' 
took a chair beside Mr. Dawes, attorney for 
the Burlington Company, and began to 
chat in a friendly manner. 
Then it was developed that Wilson was 
not an engineer, not a Brotherhood man, 
ami not even Wilson. His name is John 
Mulligan and he is a Pinkerton detective; 
and not only is this the case, but it appears 
that he has had the confidence of all the 
prisoners and their attorneys. 
The practical withdrawal of the squeal­ 
ers, Bowles arid Smith, and the disclosure 
of the identity of Wilson and his release, 
reduces the ranks of the defendants to 
Broderick, Bauerisn and Goding. 


CAU8B O» TH K DRNOtTEMRST. 
The expose was brought about by the law­ 
yers too closely pressing the cross-examin­ 
ation of Superintendent McGinn, of the 
Pinkerton agency, who was on the stand. 
Pie had the alternative of refusing to an­ 
swer pertinent questions concerning Wil­ 
son, causing the latter to show up in his 
true colors. McGinn chose the latter, and 
Wilson (or Mulligan) obeyed a signal and 
sprang quickly across the room to the side 
of the prosecuting attorney. 
When the commotion subsided Superin­ 
tendent McGinn related the circumstances 
of Broderick, one of the conspirators, 
throwing the mysterious letter ont of the 
car-window at the time of his arrest, and 
the subsiqnent recovery of the letter. The 
motive of Broderick in ridding himself ot 
the missive is not apparent, as the letter is 
entirely non-committal. 
. 
BOWLES, THE “ SQURALBR," 
Was the next witness. He began by tell­ 
ing of a secret meeting of the Brother­ 
hood in Aurora. 
He said: 
" Chief 
Bauriesen made the statement that we 
should do something—that the company 
was getting ahead of us. He said it would 
not do for him to do anything in regard to 
the use of dynamite, but it could be used 
with good effect. After the meeting was 
over I made a statement to him that I 
knew how to use it. I had seen it used in 
gravel pits. He wanted to know if I could 
get any of it, and I told him I thought I 
could. He gave me $7 50 and told me to 
get it. That was two weeks after I was 
initiated. Goding. one of the defendants, 
was among those at the meeting.” 
DETAILS OF THE CONSPIRACY. 
The informer told of his expeditions to 
Indiana to purchase dynamite, and how 
Bauriesen bad sent him with it to George 
Clark, of Galesburg, a leading engineer, 
who was arrested. They went out together 
to place it on the track, and it was some of 
this dynamite that Bowles buried and 
which was dug up yesterday. 
“ Bauriesen told me,” continued the 
witness, “that in a certain part of Aurora 
there was a trame house, and that under it 
was a sewer running across the street. 
The house was a ‘scab’ boarding-house. 
Bauriesen wanted Aleck Smith and myself 
to get under the house by ibis sewer and 
place a bomb there and 
BLOW CP THE HOCSE. 
1 told him that it would be murder, and 
I would not do it.” Witness further im­ 
plicated Geurge Clark by telling of a letter 
from Bauriesen in which the latter said 
that Clark wanted some of the goods (dyna­ 
mite), and for him (Bowles) to hurry up 
and give Clark some. Witness thereupon 
bought two pounds of dynamite and gave 
it to Clark. He received another letter 
from Baureisen telling him to hurry up 
w.th the “goods” to Crestón. 
He then went to Crestón and delivered 
four pounds of dynamite to Broderick. 
Witness then presented a letter addressed 
to hint, dated June 27lh and signed “ J. 
A B.” The letter informed him that he 
is being w_,tcbed. and not to do anything 
suspicious, and if he thought best to go 
home or look for a situation somewhere 
and give up the jobbing business. Bowies 
could not swear that the letter was in 
Bauriesen s hand writiDg, but from the fact 
that they had corresponited about the mat­ 
ters mentioned, he was satisfied of its 
authenticity. 
He also explained the contents of a letter 
received from Bauriesen at Nobleville, Ind., 
inclosing money and instructions to take 
plenty of the goods to Croston. 
Under cross-examination Bowles admit­ 
ted that he had told the attorneys for the 
defense, while in jail, that he was inno­ 
cent; that he knew nothing of the use of 
dynamite, and he had lied repeatedly as to 
his innocence and other matters. 
When the cross-examination was con­ 
cluded Mr. Kwing arose, and said the State 
would rest at this point. The Court theu 
adjourned till to-morrow.

C hicago. July 18th.—The course to be 
pursued in prosecuting the would-be assas­ 
sins of Griunell, Gary and Bonfield was de­ 
cided upon this morning. It was semi­ 
officially announced that the Anarchist trio 
would be taken about nooa before a Justice 
and the case continued for ten days. That 
would give an opportunity of presenting 
the murderous conspiracy with the least 
possible delay to the Grand Jury, which 
assembles Monday. A speedy indictment 
and trial is hoped for by the authorities. 
The object is to make the lesson of justice 
so strikingly quick, if possible, as to make 
its influence douoly effective. 
The prisoners were brought into Court 
and arraigned, and after a brief statement 
by Inspector Bontieid were held over.

They are practiced ob­ 
servers : they are, mainly, people of middle 
age, of settled habits of life, and given to 
looking at things in a practical and unsen­ 
timental way. 
When they return to the 
East they will be able to speak by the 
card of a number of facts, the trutli of 
which has Iieen i« doubt in many an 
Eastern mind. 
ihey will, for instance, see some of our 
liucst orchard and vine lands ¡ 
they will 
v:-it four of our hex I valley sections ; they 
w :!i have full opportunity to examine our 
markets and ascertain the character of our 
pr ducts, and the cost of production and 
living. 
\e r y many of them will go hack 
well informed concerning our soils, the 
price 
of lands, and the isothermal belts 
th at make one valley more fruitful than 
another in one line of products, and less so 
in another. 
They will meet and l>e in 
coiumnnion with people from all parts of 
the rítate, whose life habit tends to make 
them accurate in all their statements con­ 
es ruing the geography and production of 
the State, and the character, climatic and 
• 1 • rwise, of the several sections of Cali­ 
fornia. 
1 hese visitors also are being favorably 
impressed by the profuse attentions shown 
them, and the extrem ely generous charac­ 
ter of the hospitality extended. 
It is a 
truism, that to treat w ith a man to ad­ 
v -otage, you should give attention to the 
c .ulition of his stomach, or, as Mr. I)epew 
bo v. 11 put it a few days ago, a good din- 
m : is a wonderfully shrewd diplomat. Our 
visitors are being dined with great prodi­ 
gality, and entertained in a way that satis­ 
fies the taste and gratifies the vanity of

hibits of the general production and in­ 
dustry of the country. Thus, it was a 
happy thought that suggested to the Colusa 
county delegation to make their liead- 
quarters illustrative of the agricultural 
resources of that section. Alameda has 
done the same with fruit products, and 
Santa Clara with fruits and flowers, while 
some of the lower valley counties have 
been able thus early to make good exhibits 
o; grapes. 
Most of the visitors are taken 
to see the production exhibited at theStato 
Board of Trade rooms, which speaks for 
some fifteen or sixteen of the richest coun­ 
t ’ s of California.

ducts and manufacture. 
It will he seen, therefore, that in spend­ 
ing some $25,000 in entertaining these vis­ 
itors, the California teachers arc doing an 
economic piece of work beneficial to all 
the Stale and creditable to our reputatiou 
for hospitality.

Oil THE WELLS. 


T h e Improvement A s s o c ia tio n R e ­ 
c o m m e n d s t h e L a t t e r —A u I n ­ 
t e r e s t i n g M e e tin g . 


The W ater Committee of the Sacramento 
City and County'Im provement Association 
met last evening in the rooms ol the Board 
of Trade. 
Present: Dr. G. L. Simmons, 
Chairman; C. K. McClatchy, Secretary; 
John Eitel, H enry W ittenbrock, W. E. 
Chamberlain, George W . Chcslev, L. L. 
Lewis, Dr. H untington, Dr. Briggs and Dr. 
Brune. 
The Chairman stated that the object of 
the meeting was to consider the question of 
the city water suppiy. The demand for 
water had become so great that the present 
system would in a short time be inade­ 
quate. 
Mr. Lewis stated that on a recent journey 
to the East he had watched the operation of 
the H yatt filter system at St. Louis, and 
also at Jefferson City. 
He also had held a 
lengthy 
conversation 
with a man who 
owned a large water plant conducted ou 
tne. H yatt system, and in cases where 
the water liad been standing and in 
consequence was lull of impurities, this 
system had been found advantageous, but 
in cas-a sim ilar to that of Sacramento he 
thought it would be worth the expense at­ 
tending its introduction and operation. 
A communication was read from one of 
the owners of the Sanborn wells, setting 
forth their advantages, contending that 
this was the best and most natural supply 
for the city. 
He offered to arrange in any 
proper way for an experiment in connec­ 
tion with the same. The communication 
was placed on file. 
Dr. Brune had been in favor of the liv- 
att system because of his Del it f that the 
water supply from the wells might not be 
sufficient. 
Dr. Briggs, of the W ater Committee of 
1887, stated that in connection with a sub 
committee, he had gone over the ground 
thoroughly, and from ali information ob­ 
tained from those best able to judge, the 
water 
supply from 
the depth of the 
County Hospital and Williamson wells 
was practically inexhaustible 
This water 
supply is 
found 
in a 
bed 
of 
fine 
white quartz ami has been ascertained to 
be nearly seventy miles in length. Several 
wells in this quartz strata have been 
pumped for years without bigns of ex- 
hausii m. 
The water is clear, sparkling 
and soil enouzh lor all potable purposes. 
He believed this supply could be reached 
inside or very near tbe city limits, unii a 
water plant 
for experimental purposes 
could be placed over such wells quite near 
our centres of population. The objections 
to the H yatt system are, first, that $100,000 
would be necissary to ptircbaseaplant with 
sufficient capacity for a city of this size, 
and should the population increase, as it 
certainly w i'l, to double in a few years, the 
capacity of the filter system would have to 
be doubled, at a cost of from $250,000 to 
$300,000. This was more money than the 
city would care to invest in a system of 
filters. 
If the city could, as he believed, 
obtain a good supjily from the source first 
indicated no filtration would be necessary. 
Dr Huntington expressed himself as op­ 
posed to the Hvatt water filter system. 
They oilered to put him in one at the Rail­ 
road Hospital, but he would not aicept it. 
He believed the tim e would come when a 
water supply from the mountains would 
be brought here to the greatest advantage 
to lh>» city. 
In a conversation yesterday 
with a gentleman who seemed to he thor­ 
oughly posted in the matter, one who had 
given the subject much thought and atten­ 
tion. he had ascertained that an unlimited 
water supply could he piped to Sacramento 
a distance of 35 miles, at an anuual ex­ 
pense of $60,000. 
Mr. Lewis, also a member of the Water 
Committee last season, expressed himself 
as 
being very much in favor of the 
water 
from 
the 
wells 
referred 
to 
by Dr. Briggs, or 
other wells sunk 
in 
that 
same 
artesian 
belt. 
Water 
obtained in that quartz strata at a depth of 
from 115 to 150 feet was as good as could 
be desired, and he believed it could be 
furnished to the citizens at a cheaper rate 
than irom any other source of supply. 
Mr. Chesley said the remarks of Dr. 
Briggs scented to cm braie about all that 
could be said on the subject. The wells, 
in his opinion, would furuish the best and 
rheapest water supply. He said he origin­ 
ally favored the H yatt system and was so 
much taken with it that he expended $150 
for one that was put up in his business 
establishment. 
He, however, bad found 
most serious objections to its use in connec­ 
tion with the amount of foul debris it col­ 
lected daily. 
If 6,000.000 gallons should be 
filtered daily it would take a small arm y of 
men to take care of the debris. He says 
the quality of water that passes through 
bis H yatt filter is not good. 
It tastes of 
the alum used in the purification process. 
Tbe wells just east ol the city limits are, 
so far as tests have gone, inexhaustible; 
the water is limpid and pure. They were 
the best and cheapest source of supply, 
and, so far as he was coucerned, he was 
willing to recommeud them to the Trustees 
at once. The m ountain schemes for sup­ 
plying the city had been discussed ¡tro and 
con for many years, in his opinion it was 
no longer an experiment to try the wells 
for a supply at a depth of those at the 
County Hospital, and be urged the authori­ 
ties to give the matter set ions and im medi­ 
ate attention. 
Mr. Chamberlain said he hud theoretic­ 
ally been in favor of the Hyatt system and 
was a little inclined that way still. The 
cost of the p!a it as to the present popula­ 
tion should be considered. 
The wells had 
never been severely tested as to their in­ 
exhaustibility. In all their experimental 
tests they had not pumped even one-tenth 
at any one time what is required to furnish 
tliia city. We don’t know what is under 
the earth. 
We don't know the extent ot 
this supply, we don't know its source, 
it 
might give out in some dry season. 
He 
had always been of the opinion that event­ 
ually this city m ust get its water supply 
from the mountains. 
The present suppiy 
was bad and he would be in favor of giving 
the wells a test. 
II. Wittenbrock was last year in favor of 
the H yatt system. 
H e was in favor of 
giving "the wells a fair test, but the present 
system should not in the least be interfered 
with until a better supply was obtained be­ 
yond any question of doubt. 
Mr. Eitel btlieved that the am ount ot 
alum used in the H yatt system could not 
be so accurately gauged, hut that some por­ 
tion would be left in the drinking water to 
make it unhealthy to consumers. H e had 
communications to this effect front some 
prominent German chemists, who believed 
it impossible to place the exact proportions 
necessary to be used in a potable water. 
He believed that at some future time tbe 
pure watersof Lake Tahoe would be brought 
toBacrameuto. The lower the river the more 
impure the water, and he believed the Sac­ 
ramento would go to a very low stage the 
present season. 
Mr. McCiatchv thought we were losers of 
travel, of trade, and of (mpulation by con­ 
tinuing the present supply. 
W hiie the 
Saciamento river water was good, still it 
was distasteful to strangers. The cost of a 
plant of $100,000 for a Hyatt filtering appa­ 
ratus with our present population does not 
include the additions which will be nec­ 
essary for the future. 
In reference to a 
mountain supply he said several had been 
spoken of, among them 
Lake Tahoe, 
Loon 
Lake, and 
the 
Blue 
Lakes of 
The citizens of Jackson would not use the 
latter, and those of El Dorado considered 
the Loon Lake water, as it runs through 
the county in shallow canals, unfit for do­ 
mestic purposes. 
In reference to a m oun­ 
tain supply, he had a conversation a few 
days ago with Dr. Harkucss, in which the 
latter said that no water from the moun­ 
tains would be safe for our people to use 
unless piped to the city from the source of 
supply. 
He referred to the experiment of 
the Citizens’ Committee of last year, when 
the Williamson pnmps were kepi in action 
nearly sixty hours without evident exhaus­ 
tion of the supply. 
Dr. Simmons said there could be no ad­ 
vocacy of the Hyatt system if the wells are 
a success. The only question is as to quant'- 
tv. We need a iditioual pnmps and boilers 
They can be placed upon those wells, and 
if that proves a failure they can be takeu to 
the river and added to the oresent system. 
Put a new plant on those wells and supply 
tbe eastern portion of the city, and this 
question will be solved within a year as to 
supply and quality. 
Dr. Simmons offered the following rtsolu- 
'ion. which was sec >nd>-<i by Mr. Chesley, 
and unanimously adopted: 
Kaolrtd, T hat it is the stnse of the W ater 
Committee o f the »am inem <. City and County 
lm prnvcm nt Association, that a new water 
plant shou d be placed at some ixiirt conven­ 
ient to a section ol the city, in order t ' esi the 
question o. a pure, ctear, and adequate w ater 


supply from wells bored to the depth of 115 feet 
or more to strike the W illiamson and County 
Hospital strata of water. 
After quite an extended debate concern­ 
ing the purity of tbe water in the wells in 
question, the Chair, on motion of Dr. Briggs, 
appointed the following committee to pre­ 
bent the above resolution to the Trustees on 
Monday next and urge im mediate action :

Chesley, L. L. Lewis and Dr. Briggs.

B ru te C onvicted. 
The principal casts in the Police Court 
yesterday were those of Billy Davis anti 
Peter Stortz, the troubles of both growing 
out of their unlawful relations with fast 
women. Storiz is the m an who recently 
deserted his faithful, honest and hard­ 
working wife for the company of a woman 
who goes by the nam e of Nellie Clifton, 
and at whom the wife attempted to take a 
shot with a pistol a few days ago. There 
was no lack of evidence to convict him of 
the charge of vagrancy which had been 
placed against him and Judge Buckley sen­ 
tenced him to ninety days in the County 
Jail, lie is very much opposed to work, 
but the thing is compu’.sorv when a man 
gets in the chain-gang, and lv te will not 
lack for exercise during the next three 
months. 
Biily Davis, a burly fellow at least six 
feet in higbt was charged with disturbing 
the peace of Em il Coffman, and battery 
upon Nellie Styles. To the former charge 
he pleaded guilty, but denied beating the 
woman. 
When the latter came into Court 
to testify, she presented a most shocking 
appearance. Both of her eyes were Marked 
frightfully, her body was a mas3 of bruises 
and she could scare-.-ly sit up. 
A more 
pitiful sight could not be imagined. She 
detailed as well as .-be could the terrible 
beating administered to her by Davis, say­ 
ing that she had formerly been living with 
him 
and 
that 
he 
beat her because 
she 
would 
not 
continue 
to 
do 
so. 
Davis testified in his own 
behalf that 
lie had been ’putting up for” the woman 
because he had taken pity ou her. She was 
subject to fits and had fallen down and hurt 
herself, etc. The City Attorney nor Judge 
Buckley took any stock in his story. The 
former asked the Court to make the pun­ 
ishment just as severe as the law would 
allow. Tne Judge, iu pronouncing Davis 
guilty, sai l it was the most aggravated case 
ol woman-beating that had ever come be­ 
fore him ami that there was not one ex ­ 
tenuating circumstance. 
It was a most 
cowardly and brutal act and the prisoner 
deserved no mercy. Sentence will be pro­ 
nounced on him this morning for both 
offenses. 
Wm . Dandreds was tried on a charge of 
disturbing the peace ot Wm. Morgan. The 
testimony was so conflicting that the Judge 
took the matter under advisement until 
this morning. 
The case of \V. W. Cone, whose arrest 
was mentioned yesterday, was continued 
until Saturday to allow the defendant to 
gel certain witnesses. 
Frank Bovlan and H enry Myers were 
tried for disturbing the peace of ihe neigh­ 
borhood of Eighth aud K streets. The 
cases were dismissed. 
Michael Blum and W illiam Taylor, the 
latter arrested lor keeping an opium den 
and llie former for visiting it, weie tried 
aud discharged, because the evidence did 
not cover all that is required by the defect­ 
ive law on that subject. 
\V. A". Anderson 
defended them, anil claimed that the law is 
a dead letter. Blum was subsequently ar­ 
rested on a charge of vagrancy, and Taylor 
has been convicted oi the same offense, but 
his ease is before the Superior Court on ap­ 
peal. 
Joe Garcia was arraigned ou a charge of 
assault to murder, he having stabbed M. 
Gray at tbe Pioneer Box Factory on Tues­ 
day morning. His caoe was set for to-day.

A Irian to U tilize th e L a b o r o f O u r lloya 
a u d G irls. 
The annual meeting of the State Board 
of Trade was held yesterday, President 
Hatch in the Chair. 
General Manager Brown and Secretary 
Davies subtniried a report in relation to the 
labor supply for the season's fruit harvest. 
It was to the effect that the grain harvests, 
the work of picking and packing fruits now 
ripening in the orciiards and the vintage of 
the vineyards, will give employment to a 
large number of laborers in excess of those 
now offering their services in this work. 
At the same time a large num ber of boys, 
from 12 to 18 years of age. and of girls of 
suitable age, to be of service in the pack­ 
ing and dry ing establishments of the state, 
are idle in the larger cities and towns. 
These facts having been brought to the 
attentii n oí A. N. Towne, General Manager 
of the 8 uthern Pacific Company, the ques­ 
tion has arisen whether the labor of indus­ 
trious boys and girls cannot be utiliz.d in 
the orchards and vineyards of the State. In 
order that some good may he accomplished 
in these directions the Southern l ’acific Com­ 
pany offered to facilitate the transportation 
of hoys and giris from S.m Francisco, Sac­ 
ramento. Los Angeles and Stockton to any 
p irt of the State where their services may 
be required at the lowest possible rates of 
transportation, and to accomplish this end 
the company was willing that the matter 
should be tinder the control cf the State 
Board 
of Trade and the subordinate 
branches. 
It was also desired that all re­ 
quisitions ior help by those desiring to em­ 
ploy labor shall be made through the local 
Board of Trade or Improvement Associa­ 
tion, and sent to the headquarters in this 
city, the Improvement Association ot Sac­ 
ramento, the Board of Trade of Stockton 
and the Board i f Trade of Los Angeles. 
By this means the supply of this class of 
labor will tie under tbe supervision of the 
State Board. 
Boys and girls accepting snob employ­ 
m ent shall be forwarded to their destina­ 
tion free of charge aud returned to their 
homes free of charge upon presentation of 
the certificate of their employer. 
The plan as outlined by the report was 
adopted, and the officers ol the Board were 
instructed to carry out its purpose. 
The receipts of the year were reported to 
be 
$11.107 75, 
and 
the disbursements 
$9.330 20. 
The officers who have served the Board 
so efficiently during the past year were re­ 
elected for an ensuing twelvemonth.—S. F.
